KESORT ADVERTISING — Most communities th.it depend 


on tourist business for even a portion of their prosperity carry 


on advertising and publicity programs — and other forms of 


promotion. 
Most of the revenue is provided from tax funds. 


Several national governments advertise outside their country, 


many state legislatures appropriate money for the same pur­ 


pose and the same is true of many county boards. The list of 


cities that advertise is even larger. 
Tourist business is be­ 


coming more competitive all the time. 


It only stands to reason that Palm Springs, which depends 
almost entirely on tourist trade, should advertise and publicize 
its advantages as a resort. 
Most people agree on this, but 
opinions differ somewhat 011 methods, mediums and the 
amount, 
lire City Council will be considering this subject 
while preparing the city's budget for the fiscal year beginning 
July first. It is » matter in which all citizens should also take 
an interest. 
• 


FOR SEVERAL YEARS the Council ha,s been appropriating 
money for such promotional purposes and has appointed the 
Palm Springs Chamber of Commerce as its agent to formu­ 
late and implement the program. 
Overhead expense is kept 
to a minimum in this way and much of the work is done by 
Chamber directors and committee members without cost to 
the city. 
Under this plan the city reimburses the Chamber 
for approved promotional expeditures to the amount budgeted 
by the city. 
The Chamber directors submit a proposed pro­ 
gram each year and the City Council appropriates whatever 
amount the members see fit. They do not have to provide any 
funds for this purpose if they so choose. 


This is the best and most efficient method for the city to 
employ at least until it has over $1(K),(K)0 to spend. 
The only 
drawback is the false impression that a lot of people seem to 
get that the city is providing money for the operation of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The Chamber raises $30,000 for this 
purpose from its own members. 


THE NEXT QUESTION is: How much can the city afford; 
is the Council justified in budgeting the entire amount pro­ 
posed by the Chamber? Let’s discuss the need first. 
It’s an 
established fact that people are taking shorter vacations and 
spending a little less money while on them. 
It has been 
proved by an extensive survey that tourists are spending less 
money per capita. 
It will take a larger number of people to 
ndute .he same dollar volume.

They have consulted outside experts in the

They have learned through ex­ 
perience. We simply must have faith in these men and women 
and their combined judgment as far as the details are con­ 
cerned. 


USING TAX FUNDS for promotionel purposes is opposed 
by some home owners because they don’t care whether the 
community grows or not — indeed they prefer that it didn't. 
While their position is understandable, we submit that prop­ 
erty values and much of the attractiveness of Palm Springs is 
dependent upon its continued prosperity. 
The use of tax 
money is the fairest means of spreading the cost of sustaining 
prosperity among all those who benefit by it. 
The cost to 
the average home owner is about $10 a year. 


Taxjayers should let their City Couneilmen know how they 
feel about this important item in the city budget — along with 
other proposed expenditures. The Couneilmen will be guided 
largely by public opinion. 
Give them the benefit of your 
\ iews — or forever hold your peace!

then later w ould 
see them , 
n eatly 
packaged, 
and in cellophane, at the g ro ­ 
cery, priced tw o pounds for a 
quarter. 
I d id n ’t get m uch inform a­ 
tion, for even 
the Germ ans, 
accustom ed 
to 
regim entation 
and controls, found they could 
do little to change accustom ­ 
ed m ethods of m arketing and 
distribution. 
I 
think 
th e 
Am erican 
developm ent 
o f 
m arketing 
cooperatives 
has 
has done m ost by w ay of so l­ 
ution. I did learn of som ething 
else, on th at trip, which m ade 
a lastin g im pression on 
m y 
mind. 
This 
w as 
th e self-effacing 
work of the m en who were a t ­ 
tached to the D epartm ent of 
A griculture as attaches. I could 
go down the list of a dozen or 
more whom [ m et then and 
w ith whom I have m aintained 
personal friendships over the 
years. They gave m e tem por­ 
ary desk space in the Paris. 
Berlin and Moscow offices and 
they opened th eir files to me. 


IN 1937, Mrs. P hillips and I 
w ent abroad again, for the se ­ 
cond tim e on a little freight 
boat, through th e canal, four 
w e e k s 
from 
C alifornia 
to 
France. This tim e I w as offi­ 
cially, by appointm ent of the 
Secretary of State, a m em ber 
of the U.S. D elegation to th e 
W orld’s Dairy Congress in Ber­ 
lin. Again, we h ad the help of 
these 
farm 
attaches, 
and 
I 
m et m ore of them . 
In those days they were a p ­ 
pointed by the Secretary of A g­ 
riculture. They served under his 
direction. 
The 
appropriations 
were m ade directly to the De­ 
partm ent 
of A griculture. 
On 
July 1. 1939. by an executive 
order from President Roosevelt, 
all th is was changed. 
These 
foreign 
agricultural 
attaches 


were transferred to the D epart­ 
m ent of State, and their funds, 
from then on, cam e out of State 
D epartm ent appropriations. 
In 
1951, another executive 
order 
transferred th e control and s u ­ 
pervision of th e agricultural re­ 
porting services, off the attaches 
abroad, to th e D epartm ent of 
State. ' 


IT IS INTERESTING to recall 
that, even in those* days, the 
Farm Bureau Federation strong­ 
ly opposed th ese changes. 
It 
has been 
fully dem onstrated 
that th e changes were not in 
the best interest of the United 
States. The Secretary of Agri­ 
culture does n ot have th e a u ­ 
thority to direct the services ol 
these men. supposedly w orking 
for agriculture. 
Actually, with 
the authority vested in the De­ 
p artm ent of State, and th e m on­ 
ey com ing from th at D epart­ 
ment, it has been a question 
w hether the attache, however, 
sincere, 
is w orking w ith the 
interest of A m erican farm ing 
as his goal, or w ith an eye on 
advancem ent in the line of the 
foreign 
service 
which 
would 
take him from th e job of an a t ­ 
tache and perhaps m ake him 
som eday an "A ssistant Secre­ 
tary,” a “Consul,” or even high 
er. in an Em bassy. 
The results have been most 
unhappy. I have worked on this, 
off a n a on. ev er since I have 
been in W ashington. T his year, 
under 
a 
new 
adm inistration, 
there h as been a coordination 
of efforts and, in addition to 
my bill H.R. 8090, sim ilar bills 
have been introduced by a half 
dozen 
or 
m ore 
Congressmen, 
including Congressm an 
Hope, 
Horan 
and 
H unter. 
Back in 
Sacram ento it is possible for 
several Legislators to sign their 
nam es to the sam e bill w hen it 
is introduced; 
down here we 
m ust introduce separate bills, 
identical except for n am e and 
num ber. 


STEP BY STEP, we have been 
w orking to m ove the bills along, 
opposed, as I do not need to 
tell you, by th e D epartm ent of 
State, and supported by the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture. This 
w eek 
the discussion 
reached 
C abinet level, an d we have the 
support of the President. I hope 
very m uch th a t som ething can 
he W orked out to return to us 
the ag ricu ltu ral attaches. 
We 
will 
have w orthw hile reports, 
special reports, prom pt reports, 
intelligent reports.
